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REMARKS 

Claim 2 has been cancelled without prejudice. Accordingly, claims 1, 3-4 and 6 remain 
for consideration in this application, claims 5 and 7-11 having been withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claims 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoshitaka (JP 2001-359250) in view of Santi (USP 4,520,288). 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the features of claim 2, indicated as being 
allowable. Accordingly, claim 1, as amended, now represents claim 2 as being rewritten in 
independent form. Claims 3 and 4 are dependent from claim 1. Accordingly, it is submitted that 
claims 1, 3 and 4 are now allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 1, 3 and 4 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over claims 1-6 of copending Application No. 10/902,929. 

Accordingly, attached hereto is a Terminal Disclaimer with regard to copending 
Application No. 10/902,929. Accordingly, the Terminal Disclaimer overcomes the rejection of 
claims 1, 3 and 4 under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting. 

In view of the amendments to the claims, the remarks set forth above, and the Terminal 
Disclaimer filed concurrently herewith, Applicants submit that the rejections of the claims have 
been overcome. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that claims 1-4 and 6 be allowed. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication that claims 2 and 6 contain allowable 
subject matter.
